TOLEDO, Ohio, June 10.—(VP)—A< 
powerful shock which jarred north- 
western Ohio like a slight earthquake 
early today. and which did heavy dam- 
age within a small area, was generally 
believed tonight to’ have been caused 
by the crash of an exceptionally large 
meteor.

House, who describes himself as a 
“moderate wet,” declared Roosevelt is

He said he felt that the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff undoubtedly played a 
part in creating the economic depres- 
sion and termed it “one of the most 
disagreeable” ever enacted by any 
party.

Prevention, Declares Mrs. 
Ella A. Boole. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., June 10. 
(P)—Canadian methods of dealing 
with the liquor question, Mrs. Ella A. 
Boole, world president of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union, said to- 
night, are “methods of Selling liquor 
and not of preventing its sale.” 

Mrs. Boole, who also is national 
president of the W. C. T. U., arrived 
here tonight to attend a meeting of 
the national executive committee to- 
morrow and Friday. She said a week’s 
sojourn in Canada had not changéd 
the belief of. delegates to the world 
convention of the W. C. T. U. in the 
ineffectiveness of Canadian methods in 
dealing with the liquor problem. 

“T use the word ‘methods’ advised- 
ly.” said Mrs. Boole in an interview, 
“for there are as many methods as 


they are provinces. One province is 
dry and there are eight other meth- 


ods. 

“We had these methods explained 
to us at the convention by men fa- 
miliar with their working, one of them 
being Sir George Foster, and we are 
more than ever convinced that the 
Cunadian methods are methods of 
raising revenue by selling liquor, but 
that they are not methods of prevent- 
ing its sale and the attendant evils,’

Albert Einstein today submitted § to

/'ematical formulas and calculations, in 
which he carries further his probing 
of the mysteries of space. , 

' Deductions from his doctrine that 
‘cosmic masses are flying out of our 
‘ken in all directions at speeds of hun- 
‘dreds of miles a second, and that the 
universe is therefore “expanding” have 
_been given support by the observa- 
tions of Professor E. P. Hubbell, 
Pasadena, Cal. 

The .new Einstein treatise deals 
with the rigidly mathematical aspects 
(of compatible field equations as ap- 
‘plying to Riemann or non-Euclidean 
'space—in other words, with the con- 
‘ditions under which the equations 
whose number is greater than the 


.quantities to be calculated from. them, 


‘are compatible with each other. 
| ‘The father of relativity, who be- 
_lieves space is “‘the only theory repre- 
senting reality,’ upholds the Riemann 
view that space is truly non-Eucli- 
|dean—that is, space is not limited to 
the three dimensions. He denies the 
Euclidean theory that parallel lines 
never meet. se 

Einstein's conclusions concerning 
‘the structure and movement of the 
cosmos are in agreement with the ob- 
servations of Professor Hubbell which 
indicate that cosmic masses are bear- 
ing away from our solar system at ter- 
riffic rates of speed.

And the Marine bank and Grant 
and Ward pani¢ in 1884 which large- 
ly paralyzed the Pakeren stood Pres- 
ident Arthur on his head, and turned 
the people democratic enough to elect 
Grover Cleveland to the presidency in 
November following. 

Of course, there are few now who 
can remember the tough times and 
‘sough sledding of almost everybody 
when the great panic of 1873 came 
on in the beginning of President 
Grant’s second term, or the big

Health Talks

THE CAPTAIN INVENTS A 
GADGET. 

In the eourse of several years I 
have collected # large file of letters 
and pamphlets dealing with resuscita- 
tion. Many of the letters are from pu- 
tative experts who seek to set me 
right on questions of technic. Recently 
I received one from the captain, and it 
is so good I want to let all our read- 
ers enjoy. it. with .me, |. 

He is captain of a U. S. Vol. Life 
Saving Corps division. That sounds 
pretty sinister, doesn't it? Somehow 
it reminds me of the National Veolun- 
teer Medical Service Corps whieh 
some of the politicians of the Amer- 
ttempted to 
organize so they could control and 
command us brave doctors who stayed 
at home while the boys were fighting 
over there. 

The captain informs me that he in- 
sists on all students of resuscitation 
placing the subject’s hand under the 
head or rather under the chin, as this 
keeps the nose and mouth out of the 
zand of the beach “but not enough to 
effect breathing’ —whatever the cap- 
tain may mean by that. Then besides, 
the captain explains in words of one 
syllable and with admirable patience. 
the open hand under the mouth acts 
as a drain to carry off the water that 
runs out of the subject's mouth. 

This drain idea suggests still further 
possibilities. The captain should de- 
vote part of the long winter evenings 
to the planning of a little automatic 
pump or a hydraulic ram or some- 
thing which will help the water uphill 
and over the dam or elevation pro- 
duced by lifting the subject’s head or 
chin up dn the hand or forearm. Then 
let every full-fledged lifesaver have an 
assistant to carry the pump and set 
it up and start it working while the 
chief is starting resuscitation.

EMORY, Va., June 10.—(Special.) 
Here has ‘ust been concluded the 93d 
commencement exercises of Emory and 
Henry College, founded in 1837, un- 
der the patronage of the Holston con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal! 
church, south. 

Year after year since, it has fune- 
tioned regularly, except several of the 
Civil War years, when most of the 
students went into the Confederate 
armies and the buildings were used 


for a war hospital. For some years 
after that war ‘this was the leading 
Methodist college of the south and 
drew its students from every state 
south of the Potomac and Ohio rivers. 


Has Noted Graduates. 


Graduates from its halls have filled 
high positions in their states—-United 
States senators, congress representa- 
tives, governors of states, legislators, 
educators, jurists, and have been pow- 
erful factors in the industrial profes- 
sions of the south Three of the grad- 
uates became presidents of the college 
and then bishops of the church. 


The distinctions obtained by its 
graduates seem proper enough since 
the college was named in honor of 
Bishop John Emory and Patrick Hen- 
ry, thus writing credentials of piety 
and patriotism in its educational 
agenda. 

Small’s Address Feature. 

This commencement was featured by 
a large attendance of alumni from 
over the nation; for the graduates of 
the college have scattered to nearly 
every state in the Union and many 
foreign countries. 


The event of their assembly was 
the alumni address by Dr. Sam W. 
Small, of the editorial staff of The 
Atlanta Constitution. Dr. Small was 
graduated in the class of 1871 and 
after 60 years is the only survivor of 
it. He has made other addresses at 
the college in years past, but special 
interest centered upon his coming this 
year, as he is the only alumnus to 
return to make an alumni address aft- 
er that many years. 

Dr. Small’s theme was “The Fresh 
Water College,” the small college not 
swelling itself with the notion of be- 
ing a “university,” but doing its work 
with limited means upon student bod- 
ies of but a few hundreds, and manned 
by faculties that were not simply 
“teachers” but actual and consecrated 
educators. In the history of America 
those colleges have “drawn out” the 
implanted powers of most of the men 
who have climbed highest and done the 
mightiest works in the upbuilding and 
glorifying the strong fabric of the re- 
public, 


Degree Is Conferred. 


Today the “fresh water’ colleges 
point with pride to such great leaders 
as Klihu Root, Chief Justice Hughes, 
Ambassador Dawes and Owen D. 
Young. The small college concentrates 
and does not dissipate; it turns out 
all-’round men, trained to think, to 
investigate, to construct, to strive to 
make things what they ought to be in- 
stead of what they are. j 

The address was much applauded 
and admired, and when Dr. Small 
came to the commencement platform 
he was amazed to learn that the trus- 
tees and faculty had unanimously 
voted to him the degree of doc- 
tor of laws. No intimation of such 
honor had been given him in advance. 
President Hillman conferred the de- 
gree with words of high praise for the 
character and public services of Dr. 
Small during the six decades since his 
graduation. The great audience rose 
in approval of the honor.

SEEK TAX DECREASE 


Plans for enrolling in membership 
nll motor truck operators in Georgia, 
nd for seeking relief at the forth- 
oming legislative session from taxes 
and regulation which they claim are 
© oppressive as to crush the trucking 
business, were outlined last night at 
the first annual meeting of the Geor- 
gia Truck Operators’ Association, 
eld in the Pine room of the Ansley 
hotel. 

All actions taken at the initial 
meeting two weeks ago were for- 
mally confirmed, such as the adop- 
tion of the charter recently granted 
by Fulton superior court, the election 
of officers and directors, the adop- 
tion of by-laws, etc. 

Opening the meeting H. L. Spring. 
president of the association, declared 
that “motor truck operators in Geor- 
gia are threatened with complete ex- 
termination of their business, and 
the only way to-save it is by unity 
of action and organized effort.” 

The use of ‘motor truck transpor- 
tation, though comparatively young 
jin years, already has become so gen- 
eral, Mr. Spring further stated, “that 
it is indispensable to agriculture, to 
industry and to merchandising in 
Georgia, and the users of this form 
of transportation are as vitally af- 
fected as those who supply it.” 

-M. T. LaHatte, secretary of the 
association, presented plans for an 
intensive membership campaign that 
will be carried into every county in 
the state, embracing operators of 
trucks for hire, private operators of 
trucks, manufacturers of and dealers 
in trucks, shippers-by-truck and va- 
rious other related interests. These 
plans were discussed in detail and 
unanimously approved. 

“Truck operators in other states 
have found it necessary to organize, 
and have accomplished remarkable 
results by that means,’ Mr. LaHatte 
stated.
